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At  the  same  annual  meeting,  voted  and  passed  that  the  Selectmen 
shall  have  power  to  raise  monej  an  the  inhabitants  to  defray  the 
necessary  charges  of  the  ensuing  year. 

Voted  that  Thomas  Russell's  account  be  brought  into  the  Town  a^ 

the  charge  of  mending  a  highway  that  was  allowed  by  

throu^  their  land  should  be  allowed  them,  as  others  are  paid  for 
highway  work  out  of  the  rate  made  for  such  occasion. 

Voted  that  our  Town  Ordinances  for  the  preservation  of  fish  shall  be 
now  drawn  by  the  Selectmen  and  sent  down  to  the  court  of  sessions  at 
Ipswich  to  pray  for  their  justification  of  them. 


At  a  legal  Town  Meeting  on  May  Sth,  1717,  Capt.  fienj.  Stevens  was 
chosen  Moderator. 

It  was  voted  that  there  shall  be  allowed  two  shillings  and  sixpenee 
per  day  for  hand  laborers  at  the  hi^ways  for  what  is  done  in  May  and 
June,  and  one  shilling  per  day  for  a  pair  of  oxen  and  sixpenee  per  cart. 

Voted  that  there  shall  be  a  new  book  bought  for  the  entering  of 
this  Selectmen's  affairs  for  the  town  business. 

Voted  that  the  Selectmen  shall  be  empowered  to  chase  and  appoint 
men  to  bound  the  line  between  the  two  precincts  of  Andover,  once  in 
three  years,  as  it  is  done  in  our  perambulation  line  between  town  and 
town. 

Voted  that  Lt.  Benj.  Barker  and  James  Bridges  shall  have  full  power 
to  join  with  a  committee  from  Boxford  to  settle  the  line  between  us, 
and  them,  and  that  Boxford  be  notified  hereof  to  send  their  committee 
to  join  with  ours  to  settle  that  affair  and  that  they  make  return  thereof 
under  their  hands,  to  be  entered  on  records  Ephriam  Foster  is  also 
voted  bo  be  added  to  said  committee  for  the  same  affair. 


At  a  legal  Town  Meeting  July  29tb,  1717,  Lt.  John  Osgood  was  chosen 
Moderator  for  the  meeting. 

Voted  that  the  town  shall  be  supplied  with  a  schooloaster  as  the 
law  directs  and  it  was  voted  and  passed  that  the  Selectmen  shall  agree 
with  a  schoolmaster  for  our  supply  for  the  year  ensuing. 

At  o\^  Annual  Town  Meeting  on  March  3rd,  1717/ld,  Lt.  John  Osgood 
was  chosen  Moderator  for  said  meeting.  Capt.  Christopher  Osgood  was 
chosen  Town  Clerk  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Voted  and  passed  that  a  third  part  of  our  province  tax  be  raised 
upon  the  inhabitants  for  the  making  and  maintaining  of  our  town  high- 
ways for  the  ensuing  jear,  and  every  inhabitant  is  hereby  enjoined  to 
work  out  his  proportion  as  the  surveyors  shall  direct. 
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Voted  that  the  highway  to  Bradford  going  over  the  brook  coming 
out  of  Ru88  Meadow  be  moved  a  little  lower  and  a  sufficient  cart 
bridge  be  made  over  the  said  brook. 

Voted  that  an  iron  melting  ladle  be  secured  for  the  Clexic  of 
the  market,   to  melt  lead  to  make  weights  as  occasion  may  be  for  the 
inhabitants  and  to  be  paid  for  by  the  Town  and  kept  up  for  the  Town's 
use. 
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At  the  same  Annual  Meeting,  a  petition  of  the  south  precinct  in 
the  behalf  of  having  the  schoolmaster  some  part  of  the  year  at  the 
south  precinct  when  their  schoolhouse  is  erected  was  voted,  and  the 
vote  determined  for  to  answer  said  petition  by  one  man  in  number  that 
shall  cast  a  vote. 

At  our  Annual  Meeting  March  2nd,  1718/19,  Capt.  George  Abbott 
was  chosen  Moderator  for  the  meeting.  Christopher  Osgood  was  chosen 
Town  Cleric  for  the  year  ensuing. 

At  the  same  Annual  Meeting  it  was  voted  and  passed  that  there 
shall  be  half  proportions  of  the  province  tax  raised  upon  the  in- 
habitants of  Andover  to  be  improved  in  the  making  and  maintaining 
of  the  highways  belonging  to  the  said  Town  for  the  ensuing  year. 
Every  inhabitant  is  hereby  required  to  work  out  his  proportion  of 
the  tax  as  the  surveyor  shall  direct. 

It  was  voted  also  that  the  same  rates  which  were  passed  at  the 
Town  Meeting  on  May  8th  in  the  year  1717  shall  be  the  rule  f9r  the 
ensuing  year,  both  for  their  time  of  working  and  wages  for  labor  and 
teams*

Capt.  George  Abbott 
was  chosen  Moderator  for  the  meeting. 

Voted  and  passed  that  the  Schoolmaster  shall  keep  the  school 
in  the  north  and  south  precincts  according  to  their  pay  and  that  the 
Selectmen  are  to  divide  the  time  as  to  the  keeping  of  the  schools 
according  to  each  precinct's  pay  as  above  said.

express  leave  from  the  Town,  shall  forfeit  twenty  shillings  a  month  for  the 
time  he  shall  live  in  any  such  prohibited  placej  provided  it  is  not  intended  to 

restrain  any  person  from  building  any  shed  for  himself  or  cattle  -iJF  -  as  ^ 

shall  be  necessary  for  the  plowing  of  his  ground  or  saving  of  his  com,  but 

to  restrain  anyone  from  their  constant  abode  there,  the  Town  having  given  house 

lots  to  build  on  to  all  such  as  they  have  reckoned  inhabitants  of  the  Town, 

At  a  lavrful  Town  Meeting  on  the  17th  of  October  I66I: 
It  is  ordered  that  every  male  person  of  sixteen  years  old  and  upward 
shall,  upon  three  or  four  days  warning  given  by  the  surveyors,  attend  the 
mending  of  the  highways  upon  forfeiture  of  double  damage  for  every  day's 
neglect  by  any  person  and  to  likewise  every  team:  it  is  every  man  four 
shillings  a  day  and  every  team  ten  shillings  a  day  so  neglected  -----

Granted  to  John  Lovejoy,  seven  acres  and  a  half  on  the  east  end  of  Thomas 
Johnson'  s  lot. 

Granted  to  Edward  Faulkner,  nine  acres  of  land  by  his  new  ground. 
Granted  to  George  Abbott,  Jr.,  four  acres  of  land  on  the  east  side  of  his 

new  division  land  and  the  wooden  bridge. 

Granted  to  Mr.  Francis  Dane,  six  acres  of  swamp  land  adjoining  to  the  six 

acres  of  land  given  to  Mr.  Dane ____

of  this  Province  agreeable  to  the  Constitution  of  this  Govemmentj  that  you 
join  in  such  dutiful  deaons trances  to  the  King  in  Parliament  and  other  be- 
coming measures  as  shall  carry  the  greatest  probability  to  obtain  a  repeal  of 
the  Staunp  Act  and  alleviation  of  the  embarrassaants,  the  conmercial  affairs 
of  this  Province  labor  under  by  the  rigorous  exetfiation  of  the  Acts  of  Par- 
liament respecting  the  same;  and  we  also  desire  you  to  use  your  utmost  en- 
deavors that  all  extraordinary  grants  and  e3q)en3ive  measures  may  upon  all  oc-

Being  put  to  a  vote  whether  the  Town  will  discontinue  a  road  leading 
from  Newbury  Road  west  of  the  house  of  Mr.  Nathan  Barker  Jr.    to  a  road  east 
of  the  house  of  Mr.   Thomas  Spofford  leading  to  Ipswich  Road,  provided  any 
persons  appear  to  give  a  reasonable  consideration  for  said  road.     It  passed 
in  the  negative.     'The  meeting  was   then  adjourned  to   the  23rd  day  of  May  next 
five  o'clock  afternoon,   then  met  and  the  committee  appointed  as  above 
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to  consider  some  measures  that  might  tend  bo  encourage  manufacture  and  lessen 
the  use  of  superfluities  in  the  Town  reported  as  followeth:   viz.  that  in  or- 
der to  the  securing  to  ourselves  and  transmitting  to  posterity  those  invalu- 
able rights  and  privileges  both  civil  and  religious  that  have  been  dearly 
purchased  by  our  predecessors,  the  first  settlors  of  this  country,  the  loss 
of  which  is  greatly  threatened  by  the  great  and  growing  imprudences  and  im- 
moralities amongst  us,  the  committee  are  humbly  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  ab- 
solutely necessary  the  inhabitants  of  this  Town  use  their  utmost  endeavors 
and  that  they  enforce  their  endeavors  by  example  for  the  suppressing  extra- 
vagance, idleness  and  vice,  and  for  the  promoting  industry  economy'  and  good 
moralsj  and  by  all  prudent  means  endeavor  to  discontinue  the  implication  and 
use  of  foren(?)  superfluities  £uid  to  promote  and  encourage  manufactures  in 

the  Town the  above  report  being  put  was  unanimously  accepted  by  the  Town. 

The  meeting  7ra.s  then  dissolved. 

May  23,  1763

Being  put  to  a  vote  whether  the  Town  will  prosecute  said  executors  or 
the  heirs  of  the  said  deceased  in  the  law  for  the  charge  of  supporting 
said  Page.  It  passed  in  the  negative,  for  the  reason  following,  viz.  no  de- 
mands haveing  been  made  upon  the  Town  for  said  charge.  The  meeting  was  then 
dissolved. 

September  21,  1768 
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Samuel  Phillips  Esq.  »8S  unanimously  chosen  to  act  for  the  Town  as  a 
committee  in  convention  with  such  as  may  be  sent  from  the  several  Towns  in 
tr.is  Province  to  meet  at  Faneul     Hall  in  Boston  on  Thursday,  the  22nd  of 
September  inst;  in  order  that  such  measures  may  be  consulted  and  advised 
as  may  tend  to  the  real  service  of  our  gracious  soverign  and  the  peace  and 
welfar  of  his  subjects  in  this  Province.  The  meeting  was  then  dissolved. 

March  6,  1769 

Voted  that  the  sum  of  4-0  pounds  be  raised  to  defray  the  charge  of  a 
grammar  school  and  15  pounds  more  to  defray  the  charge  of  reading  and  writ- 
ing schools  in  the  outer  parts  of  the  Town,  and  the  further  sum  of  130 
pounds  to  defray  the  other  charges  of  the  Town  the  ensuing  year.

The  Town,  then  taking  into  consideration  the  distress  that  this  Province 
is  laboring  under  by  the  operation  of  a  late  Act.  of  Parliament  imposing  duties 
on  tea,  paper  and  glass,  made  and  passed  with  the  express  purpose  of  raising 
a  revenue  in  the  American  Colonies  without  their  consent;  which  Act  we  ap- 
prehend is  opporessive  repugnant  to  the  natural  and  constitutional  rights 
of  the  people  contrary  both  to  the  spirit  and  letter  of  the  Royal  Charter 
granted  by  their  Blajesties  King  William  and  Queen  Mary  to  the  inhabitants  of 
this  Province,  whereby  are  ordained  and  established  the  having  and  enjoying 
all  liberties  and  immunities  of  free  and  natural  bom  subjects,  and  subversive 
of  the  great  and  good  designs  of  our  most  worthy  ancestors  who  crossed  the 
ocean  willingly  exposing  themselves  to  every  danger,  parted  with  their  blood 
and  treasures,  suffered  hunger,  cold  suid  nakedness  and  every  other  hardship 
human  nature  is  capable  to  purchase  and  defend  a  quick  habitation  for  them-       , 
selves  and  posterity.

rights  for  themselves  and  country,  which  they  are  entitled  to  as  men,  and  as 
Englishmen,   (2)  that  we  will,  by  all  legal  and  constitutional  measures  in 
our  power,  support  and  encourage  the  non- importation  agreement  of  the  merchants, 
and  that  we  will  have  no  commercial  or  social  connections  directly  or  indirectly 
with  those  persons  who,  as  enemies  to  the  country,  divested  of  every  public 
virtue  and  even  of  humanity  itself,  regardless  of  and  deaf  to  the  miseries 
and  calamities  which  threaten  this  people,  pursuing  their  own  private  in- 
terests to  the  liberty  and  freedom  of  the  community,  are  solidly  endeavoring 
to  counter-act  such  benevolent  and  salutary  agreement.   (3)  that  we  shall 
encourage  frugality  industry  and  the  manufactures  of  this  company;  and  that 
we  will  not  make  use  of  any  foreign  tea  or  suffer  it  to  be  used  in  our  families 
(case  of  sickness  only  excepted)  until  the  Act  imposing  a  duty  on  that  article  3hall 
be  repealed  and  a  general  importation  take  place.

hew  many  of  our  distant  relatives  lead  on  by  an  insatiable  thirst  for  liberty,  freely 
exchanged  the  crimson  stream  of  life  for  her,  and  strictly  enjoined  it  upon  posterity 
to  esteem  them  as  inseparable  companions.  And  now  by  adhereing  thereto  they  have 

produced  ferments  and  contention; but  should  our  rulers  for  that  reason  be  left,  to 

do  what  they  please  without  control?  If  a  man's  house  is  attacked,  he  has  certainly 
a  right  to  alarm  the  neighborhood;  and  if  any  bad  consequerces  should  ensue  upon  it, 
is  he  to  be  blamed  for  them?  But  to  whom  much  (sfc)  the  causes  of  this  warmth  and 
resentment  be  imputed  (?). 

Po  those  who  found  themselves  under  an  unhappy  necessity  of  standing  up  consagicusly 
(sic)  in  their  own  defense;  order  him  who  reduced  them  to  that  disagreeable  necessity? 
Who  may  most  properly  be  said  to  enflame  the  mind  of  the  people,  who  oppose  an  un- 
natural schene  which  they  justly  apprehended  to  be  big  frith  their  own  destruction; 
or  he  vrtio  projected  and  assisted  in  it  til  it  created  tumults  that  threatened  the 
peace  and  tranquility  of  the  Province?  Therefore,  we  advise  you.  Sir,  to  oppose,  not 
with  an  indifferent  coolness,  but  with  an  unremited  resentment  everything  that 
threatens  the  peaceful  and  quiet  enjoyment  of  our  liberties:  we  already  see  the 
subject  deprived  of  his  essential  right  to  a  trail  of  juries:  his  house  and  business 

to  a  parcel  of  liw  lived  officers  under  the  absolute  direction  of  the  Crown 

and  our  Civil  Magistrate  dependent  on  the  same  for  their  support. 
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Support; We  have  seen  a  native  of  this  Province  invested  'frith   pov/er 

resembling  that  of  a  Spanish  inquisitor. to  be  condemned  to  di^-  half- 
starved  and  chilled  in  minds  where  hope  and  daylight  never  visit  the  poor 

wretches,  could  not  a  true  Englishman  with  more  resentment  and 

detestation  than  this  newly  invented  and  alarming  tribunal  in  a  sister 

Province. for  all  that  is  dear  in  nature  defend  us,  and  not  only  us  but 

our  domestics  that  are  possessed  with  the  least  degree  of  feeling,  from 

such  an  inquisition.   To  you  we  present  our  tender  offering upon  you 

there,  as  well  as  our  own  happiness  or  misery  depend  in  part,  for  which  you 
will  in  future  ages  receive  their  unbounded  gratitude,  or  most  bitter  and 
exasperated  implications.

After  due  examination,  the  Town  thought  their  own  sentiments  on  the 
subject  of  said  letter  could  not  be  better  expressed  than  in  the  words 
of  the  Philadelphia  Resolver  so  far  as  they  were  calculated  for  their 
circumstances- ---where fore;
